Philippines of Hie- United Slates senate, and recent 
declarations''of I he president and other leading democrats on the same 
matter prove conclusively Ilial a great 'ninny persons who criticize the 
administration's, plans cither do nol know or deliberately ignore what 
the} entail. 
While the democratic leaders recognize. Hie right of the 


})nnuple:of'self-government for the islanders, bused on our original 
intention''and. supported by (lie views of republican as well as demo- 
cratic presidents since then, they do not contemplate turning over the 
administration of Philippine affairs to (he Filipinos until they have 
shovel their capacity for sclC-government. 
At the same time, they insist 


tiiat'all: otir .official acts should be towards .helping the Philippines to 
self-government without selfishness or needless restriction. 


The statement made by Secretary Garrison before the senatorial 


committee'last-Monday is a lucid and logical exposition of Ihe demo- 
cratic doctrine, and taken in its entirely il comes pretty near being the 
epund American doctrine on this very delicate subject, 
in parts it may 


le too ideal-to satisfy practical and perhaps selfish critics; it is A fore- 
gone conclusion.that it will not please partisan political critics who will 
read much' into it that is not already there, but fo the American who 
keeps the-national ideal of justice and disinterested service in mind, it 
lings true with practical patriotism. 
' 
The/secretary, at the outset, reminds the American public that "what 


the United States-should do concerning the Philippines can only be deter- 
mmed,properly by keeping two things constantly in mind: 
"One, the duly 


of the United-Stales'to itself; ami the other, its duty in view of the 
pledges, and .assurances which il 1ms nude; fo Ihe Vilipino people." 
Having 


deliberately chosen.-an-enormous responsibility, il remains for the nation 
to see that it is- carried out. As the secretary finely expresses it: 
' Haurig' startc'd' -out with such unselfish and worthy motives, it would 
bfe'an enduring.pity if sordidness and selfishness should be permitted to 
mar the'result." 
Many of the critics, of the administration, it is fo be

Jf a bill were 
passed over his veto, the president of the-United Stales would have the 
power to'permit or.-forbid the same fo become law. Trade relations and 
other international matters would rest, in the hands of our congress. 


There is nothing in this, theoretically at least, which-predicts danger 


ahead or"indicates .1 desire ou the part of the administration lo permit 
the Filipinos "to manage their own affairs until they arc fully competent.

An examination of the net now under consideration by thfi com- 


mittee on (he Philippines of the United States "senate, aud recent 
decimations of the president and other leading democrats on the same 
matter prove conclusively that a great many persons Tv-ho criticize the 
administration's plans cither do not know or deliberately ignore what 
they colail. 
\Yhile the democratic- leaders recognize the right of the 


principle of self-government for the islanders, based on our original 
' intention and supported by the views of republican as well as demo- 
cratic presidents since then, they do not contemplate turning over .the 
administration of Philippine affairs to the Filipinos until they have 
shown their capacity for self-government. 
At the same time, they insist 


that all our official acts should be towards helping the Philippines to 
self-government without selfishness or needless restriction. 


The statement made by Secretary Garrison before the senatorial 


committee last Monday is a lucid and logical exposition of the demo- 
cratic doctrine, and taken in its entirety it comes pretty near being the 
sound American doctrine on this very delicate subject. 
In parts it may 


be too ideal to satisfy practical and perhaps selfish critics; it is a. fore- 
gone conclusion that it will not please partisan political critics who will 
read much into it that is not already there, but to the American who 
•keeps the national ideal of justice and disinterested service iu' mind, it 
rings true with practical patriotism. 
, 


The secretary, at the outset, reminds the American public that "what 


the United States should do concerning the Philippines cun only be deter- 


["- 
mined properly by keeping two things constantly in mind: "One, the. duty 
of the United States to itself; and the other, its duty in view of the 


'i 
pledges and assurances which it has made to the Klipino people." 
Having

deliberately chosen an enormous responsibility, it remains for the nation

to see that it is carried out. 
As the secretary finely expresses it:

"Having started out with such unselfish and worthy motives, it would

Many of the critics of the administration, it is to be 


feared, think very little of our national honor as entering into the question.

Coming to the actual terms of the bill, the secretary declared that

It provides for a legislature elected by tho people

composed of two houses, certain elections to bo in the hands of the 
governor general, who together with tho justices of the supreme court 
and certain other high officials would be appointed by the president. Full 
legislative power would be vested in the legislature, save in certain mat- 
ters, and the governor general would have a veto power. 
If a bill were

passed over his veto, the president, of the United States would have the

power to permit or forbid the same to become liiw. Trade relations and

other international matters would rest in the hands of our congress.
